1. Claims 1-6 and 29-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of the 
Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest either alone or in obvious combination the vibrator 
comprising the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and specifically comprising the limitation of 
each of the cover layers being formed with a burning passage communicating with the vibration 
groove . The references submitted for consideration in the IDS filed 4/17/08 also fail to disclose 
such feature.
